No Tattoo 
for Queen: 
Palace 

London Buckingham 
Palace is standing by its de¬ 
cision that the Queen won’t 
be attending the Royal No¬ 
va Scotia International Tat¬ 
too, despite a last-ditch ap¬ 
peal by organizers. A spat 
emerged recently when the 
organizers said the Queen 
wouldn’t be coming to the 
militaiy show because they 
didn’t approve a plan by her 
advisers to have her climb a 
series of steep risers. The 
British press jumped on the 
stoiy and one newspaper 
described the dispute as “a 
row over a staircase.” 
Organizers appealed to the 
Queen’s staff to reconsider 
and say they’ve worked out 
alternative plans. However, 
a spokesman for 
Buckingham Palace said 
“many events and venues 
are considered and on this 
occasion the Queen will not 
be visiting the tattoo.” 
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legislature Speaker Char¬ 
lie Parker briefly put a 
halt to the always-testy 
legislature question peri¬ 
od yesterday when the To¬ 
ries called the Premier by 
his name. 


In phrasing a question, 
Progressive Conservative 
MLA Cecil Clarke referred 
to Premier Darrell Dexter 
by his last name.

Council has voted 
overwhelmingly to keep 
allowing concerts on the 
Halifax Common. 

A motion tabled by Con- 
naught-Quinpool Coun. Jen¬ 
nifer Watts to effectively 
ban major concerts from 
the North Common by 2011 
was soundly defeated by a 
margin of 19-2 by Halifax 
regional council last night. 

The vote came after coun¬ 
cillors opted to not debate 
Watts’ motion as council 
stretched late into the 
night. 

Watts and Downtown 
Halifax Coun. Dawn Sloane 
voted for the motion. 

Watts said it was under¬ 
standable councillors didn’t 
want to debate the issue giv¬ 
en the circumstances. 

“We had a fairly lengthy 
discussion this afternoon 
about the commons, and 
that did relate to some of 
the issues raised about the 
concerts,” she said after 
council wrapped up. “I 
think council understood 
the issue and made the deci¬ 
sion it did.” 

Earlier in the day, council 
approved in principal $3.5

Halifax Regional Police 
say 31-year-old Holly Eliza¬ 
beth Bartlett of Halifax was 
found Saturday by bridge 
employees around 6:50 a.m. 

Police say the victim was 
blind and arrived in the 
area just after midnight, but 
at no time was she on the 


bridge. They believe she be¬ 
came disorientated within 
her surroundings and fell 
off a path after being 
dropped off by a cab at her 
nearby home. 

Police say she was unre¬ 
sponsive and slightly hy¬ 
pothermic when para¬ 
medics arrived, but there 
was no indication she had 
been in the water. She died 
in hospital Sunday.

Council OK’s 
central library 

$55M strategy for downtown 
facility gets strong support 


Halifax regional council 
voted to approve a $ 55 - 
million funding strategy 
for HRM’s new central 
library yesterday, 15 years 
after the idea was first 
floated in city hall. 

An overwhelming majori¬ 
ty of councillors approved 
the funding strategy, with 
Dartmouth Centre Coun. 
Gloria McCluslcey providing 
the sole nay vote. 

The library, which will be 
built on the corner of 
Spring Garden Road and 
Queen Street, is set to open 
its doors in 2014. Council 
awarded a $4.2-million con¬ 
tract to design the building 
to architecture firm Fowler, 
Bauld and Mitchell Ltd. yes¬ 
terday. 

Real property planning 
manager Peter Bigelow said 
the new library will be a 
chance to revitalize the 
downtown core. 

“(The library) is an oppor¬ 
tunity to attract energy 
back into the downtown,” 
he said. 

HRM will contribute 
$23.7 million to the project. 
The municipality will draw 
on several sources to come 
up with the funding, includ¬ 
ing the sale of adjacent lots 
owned by HRM. 

The library will also re¬ 
ceive funding from the 
provincial and federal gov¬ 
ernments. The province will 
kick in $13 million, and the 


• Council also voted to ten¬ 
der a $100,000 contract to 
evaluate the current Spring 
Garden Road library site for 
possible future sale. Before 
the land can be sold, how¬ 
ever, the municipality must 
approach the province to 
amend legislation that 
states the land can only be 
used for a public park and a 
library. 

federal government will 
contribute $18.3 million. 

Downtown Halifax Coun. 
Dawn Sloane said council is 
leading by example by in¬ 
vesting in the downtown 
core. 

“HRMbyDesign ... de¬ 
mands quality develop¬ 
ment, (and) we’re about to 
do one,” she said. “We’re ac¬ 
tually going to be the cham¬ 
pions for such quality in our 
downtown.” 

In a rare display of har¬ 
mony, both urban and rural 
councillors came out 
strongly in favour of ap¬ 
proving the funding strate¬ 
gy-

Liberal Leader Stephen McNeil 
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The Liberals introduced 
amendments to have all 
MLAs undergo ethics train¬ 
ing yesterday. 

Law amendments intro¬ 
duced would also create a 
code of ethics and expand 
the role of the conflict of 
interest commissioner to 
deal with ethical issues. 

“Our amendments will 
focus on training for new 
MLAs and returning MLAs 
on ethical behaviour,” Lib¬ 
eral Leader Stephen Mc¬ 
Neil said. 

“Spell out ethical behav¬ 
iour in clear and simple 
language and settle a 
process to deal with any al¬ 
leged violation.” 

A proposed Liberal code 
of conduct would include 
such clauses as “I am a 
steward of the public 
trust” and “I do not use my 
office or the resources of 
the province for personal 
gain.” 

Under the proposed 
amendments, the conflict 
of interest commissioner 
would have the power to 
rule a member violated the 
code. The commissioner 
could publicly reprimand a 
member but not punish 
them. McNeil said that 
would be up to voters. 

“I don’t believe Nova 


Scotians or the voting pub¬ 
lic will tolerate that kind 
of political mischief. It will 
be dealt with on election 
day in my view,” he said. 

McNeil hopes to amend 


the government’s House of 
Assembly management 
Commission Act, which 
was created in response to 
the expense scandal. Its 
measures include making 


all expenses public and 
abolishing the secretive In¬ 
ternal Economy Board. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
welcomed the idea, but 
said it would take time to 
analyze the amendments 
and what is done in other 
jurisdictions before adopt¬ 
ing the changes. 

“Certainly we’re pleased 
to receive suggestions. 
We’ll obviously consider 
them,” he said.

Nova Scotians approve 
HST hike: Finance minister 
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taxes A consensus of Nova 
Scotians who took part in 
public meetings approve of 
an HST increase, Finance 
Minister Graham Steele 
said yesterday. 

Published government 
findings from this year’s 19 
Back to Balance meetings 
involving 1,495 people 
show 80 per cent of them 
approved a one or two per 
cent hike in the HST. 

“That is one of the 
things where I would say 
there is a consensus,” said 
Steele. 

“The people who were 
opposed to an increase, 
they want me to say some¬ 
thing different. 

“But that is the consen¬ 
sus of the people who 
spent two hours engaging 
actively with this issue in 
context and all things con¬ 
sidered.” 

When asked whether 
this gives him the green 
light to raise the HST in 
the budget he paused for

New lodging fee may fuel 
Cape Breton's marketing 


hotels Cape Breton’s 
tourism operators could 
eventually be getting more 
money to market the is¬ 
land through a proposed 
levy on accommodations. 

The 1.5 to two per cent 
levy will be charged on ho¬ 
tel, motel and other ac¬ 
commodations larger than 
10 rooms in five munici¬ 
palities under amend¬ 
ments to the Cape Breton 
Marketing Levy Act. 

Destination Cape Breton 
CEO Mary Tulle says the 
new levy will bring in 
about $500,000 annually 
for tourism initiatives. 

She says the current 
marketing budget for 
Cape Breton tourism is 
$50,000.

The proposed levy on 
accommodations in Cape 
Breton could bring in about 
$500,000, according to Mary 
Tulle, the CEO of 
Destination Cape Breton 

Levies are currently in 
place in Halifax and 
Yarmouth. 

Tourism Department of¬ 
ficials say the plan is to 
have the levy proclaimed 
by next year, although 
there is a chance that 
could happen earlier 
through the legislature’s 
law amendments process.

Six cabbies get green grants 
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Six local cab drivers will 
get $2,500 grants to switch 
over to green vehicles as 
part of a government pilot 
project. 

The province is also giv¬ 
ing nine other cabbies 
$1,200 to act as a test sam¬ 
ple. At least three of those 
grants will go to drivers 
who have not switched to 
fuel-efficient vehicles. 

The province will spend 


a year tracking the differ¬ 
ence in fuel use, mainte¬ 
nance and repair costs be¬ 
tween the new and old 
cabs. 

While the changeover 
will only affect six HRM 
cabs out of more than 
1,000 total, MLA Bill Es- 
tabroolcs said he wanted to 
get the program started 
now and hopefully expand 
it in the future. 

“In this situation, consid¬ 
ering the dollars that were 
available, six is a good 
start,” he said. 


Cab driver Ravi Ubhi was 
on site for the program’s 
unveiling yesterday at 
Grand Parade. He switched 
to a 2010 Ford Fusion hy¬ 
brid car last August and 
has loved it ever since. He 
said he saves about $400 to 
$500 per month in gas over 
his old Honda Accord. 

He said passengers also 
notice the lack of noise 
emitting from the hybrid 
engine. 

“They often ask me, 
‘How come it’s so quiet?”’ 
he said. “Personally I love 


the technology.” 

Applications are avail¬ 
able through the Halifax- 
Dartmouth Automobile 
Dealer’s Association and 
will be accepted until May 
14. Grants will be awarded 
on a merit-based system, 
according to government 
staff. Last November, Hali¬ 
fax regional council made 
changes to its taxi bylaw to 
allow a slew of new hybrid 
and fuel-efficient cars that 
were previously not al¬ 
lowed to serve because of 
their size.

Afghan mission done in 2011: PM 


Clinton 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is making it crystal 
clear Canada’s military 
mission in Afghanistan is 
done next year, even as G 8 
foreign ministers affirm 
the need to stay the 
course in Afghanistan. 

The G8 ministers con¬ 
cluded their meeting in 
Gatineau, Que., yesterday 
with a wide-ranging decla¬ 
ration on the precarious 
state of global security. 

That included the need 
to prevent terrorism from 
spreading across the world 
from Afghanistan. 

But Harper told U.S. Sec¬ 
retary of State Hillary Clin¬ 
ton that Canada has no in¬ 
tention of extending its 
Afghan military mission 
beyond its 2011 withdraw¬ 
al deadline. 

The issue was forced into 


• During a national TV inter¬ 
view Monday, Clinton said she 
would like Canadian troops to 
stay in Afghanistan beyond 
the 2011 withdrawal deadline, 
perhaps in a training capacity. 
But Harper spokesman Dimitri 
Soudas said Clinton never 
made that request during her 
20-minute meeting with the 
prime minister ahead of the 

the spotlight because Clin¬ 
ton told a Canadian TV au¬ 
dience on the eve of the 
meeting that the U.S. 
would like Canadian 
troops to extend their stay 
in the war-torn country.

Arctic summit draws heat 

Canada under fire for excluding Nordic countries from invite list 


“We regret that Canada has decided to in¬ 
vite only five of the eight Arctic nations to 
this meeting.”

Two Nordic nations 
criticized Canada on Tues¬ 
day for not inviting them 
to a meeting of Arctic 
countries, saying the 
gathering could 
undermine the work of 
the broader Arctic Council. 

Sweden and Finland re¬ 
gretted that they and Ice¬ 
land were left out of the 
Arctic Coastal meeting in 
Quebec. U.S. Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton ex¬ 
pressed similar concerns 
at the meeting Monday. 
Only the U.S., Canada, Rus¬ 
sia, Denmark and Norway 
were invited. 

“We regret that Canada 


has decided to invite only 
five of the eight Arctic na¬ 
tions to this meeting,” 
Swedish Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Teo Zetterman 
said. 

Arctic nations have com¬ 
peting claims in the re¬ 
gion, which is believed to 
be rich in resources and is 
opening up for explo¬ 
ration because of climate 


change. 

Zetterman said Sweden 
believes that Arctic issues 
should be dealt with in the 
eight-nation Arctic Coun¬ 
cil, which meets regularly 
and also includes indige¬ 
nous groups. 

Sweden and Finland, 
which do not have Arctic 
coastlines, said they are 
worried the meeting in 


Canada could raise ques¬ 
tions about the political 
commitment toward the 
council. 

Iceland has previously 
protested being excluded 
from the meeting, which 
took place before a sum¬ 
mit of foreign ministers 
from the Group of Eight 
nations. 

Canadian Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Lawrence Cannon said 
Monday he thought all 
the participants made a 
clear distinction about 
the role of the Arctic 
Council and the responsi¬

Mothers-to-be giving birth away from home 


Mothers giving birth and 
newborns needing hospital 
care constitute the largest 
group among patients in 
Canada who are hospital¬ 
ized outside their home 
province or territory, says a 
new report focusing on the 
portability provisions of the 
Canada Health Act. 

More than 50,000 Canadi¬ 
ans were hospitalized in 


2007-08 outside the 
province or territory that is¬ 
sued their health cards, said 
the analysis released yester¬ 
day by the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute for Health Information. 

The report revealed that 
23 per cent of the hospital¬ 
izations were for new moth¬ 
ers or their infants, and al¬ 
most two-thirds of these 
hospital admissions were 


planned. 

Many of these births oc¬ 
curred in hospitals in the 
Champlain region of On¬ 
tario, which received moth¬ 
ers-to-be from the nearby 
Outaouais region of Que¬ 
bec, and in the Prairie 
North region of 
Saskatchewan, which re¬ 
ceived them from Alberta.

Dead babies dumped 
into Chinese river 


The bodies of 21 babies, 
some with hospital iden¬ 
tification tags around 
their tiny ankles, washed 
ashore on a river in east¬ 
ern China and two mortu¬ 
ary workers were 
detained for allegedly 
dumping them. 

News footage yesterday 
showed the babies — at 
least one of whom was 
stuffed in a yellow plastic 
bag marked “medical 
waste” — strewn along a 
dirt riverbank near a high¬ 
way overpass. A few wore 
diapers. 

Some of the babies ap¬ 
peared several months old, 
while the official Xinhua 
News Agency said the bod¬ 
ies included fetuses. 

Local residents and fire¬ 
fighters recovered the bod¬ 
ies Monday after they were 
discovered under a bridge 
spanning the Guangfu Riv¬ 
er on the outskirts of Jin- 
ing in Shandong province. 

Interviews with resi¬ 
dents who made the grisly 
find were broadcast on the 
website of the Shandong 


Broadcasting Company. 
One said he thought a 
body was a toy, but then he 
spotted several others. An¬ 
other expressed concern 
because the river is a 
source of drinking water 
for villagers living nearby. 

Hospital ID tags on eight 
of the babies helped inves¬ 
tigators trace them back to 
the Affiliated Hospital of 
Jining Medical University, 
Xinhua reported. 

Hospital mortuary work¬ 
ers Zhu Zhenyu and Wang 
Zhijun were fired and tak¬ 
en away by police. 

The babies’ families had 
paid the pair to dispose of 
the bodies, but they in¬ 
stead dumped them 
at the river. 

Three top hos¬ 
pital officials 
were fired or 
suspended and 
the government 
ordered the Jin¬ 
ing Municipal 
Health Bureau to make a 
public apology, Xinhua 
said. 

“It exposes a serious 


loophole in the hospital’s 
management and indicates 
a lack of ethics and legal 
awareness of some hospi¬ 
tal staff,” Jining city gov¬ 
ernment spokesman Gong 
Zhenhua said. “It exerts a 
very negative impact on 
society and teaches us a 
profound lesson.” 

More than 1,000 com¬ 
ments were posted on 
Netease, a Chinese news 
website, within hours of 
reports on the discovery of 
the bodies. 

“These people are com¬ 
pletely without conscience 
and morals and should be 
shot,” one comment said.

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Atom smasher breaks 
own scientific record 


Switzerland The world’s 
largest atom smasher con¬ 
ducted its first experiments 
at conditions nearing those 
after the Big Bang, breaking 
its own record for high-en¬ 
ergy collisions with proton 
beams crashing into each 
other yesterday at three 
times more force than ever 
before. 

In a milestone for the 
$10-billion US Large Hadron 
Collider’s ambitious bid to 
reveal details about theoret¬ 
ical particles and micro¬ 
forces, scientists at the Eu¬ 
ropean Organization for 
Nuclear Research, or CERN, 
took high-tech photographs 
so they could study the dis¬ 
integrating protons after 
they collided at a combined 
energy level of seven tril¬ 
lion electron volts. 

In a control room, scien¬ 
tists erupted with applause 
when the first successful 
collisions were confirmed. 
Their colleagues from 
around the world were tun¬ 
ing in by remote links to 
witness the new record,

which surpasses the 2.36 
TeV CERN recorded last 
year. 

Dubbed the world’s 
largest scientific experi¬ 
ment, researchers hope the 
machine can approach on a 
tiny scale what happened in 
the first split seconds after 
the Big Bang, which they 
theorize was the creation of 
the universe some 14 bil¬ 
lion years ago.

Risky times for jokes 


Corporations can make 
headlines with elaborate 
April Fools* Day ruses, but 
in today’s economic 
climate, they’re feeling 
conservative. 

After all, pranksters are 
always taking a chance: 
The butt of the joke might 
laugh, but could scowl. 
When times are tense, the 
risk is even greater. 

“There’s been quite a sig¬ 
nificant mindset shift 
since 9-11 on both sides of 
the spectrum, companies 
on one side and consumers 
on the other,” says Merril 
Mascarenhas, managing 
partner at Arcus Consult¬ 
ing Group, a Toronto-based 
research and strategy con¬ 
sulting firm. 

In the ’80s and ’90s, peo¬ 


ple were more relaxed and 
open to pranks, Mascaren¬ 
has says. But these days, 
businesses and consumers 
are feeling insecure and 
marketers are opting for 
grounded and transparent 
communication over any¬ 
thing frivolous, he says. 

A March Arcus survey of 
430 senior marketing exec¬ 
utives found 66 per 
cent were look¬ 
ing for risk-ad¬ 
verse strategies 
rather than 
new and inno¬ 
vative ways to 
stay in the fore¬ 
front of their con¬ 
sumers’ minds. 

Corporate pranks can be 
useful marketing strate¬ 
gies, but only if they fit the 


company brand, says David 
Soberman, a professor of 
marketing at the Universi¬ 
ty of Toronto’s Rotman 
School of Management. 
Pranks might be best suit¬ 
ed for companies that al¬ 
ready poke fun at them¬ 
selves, such as A&W, he 
says.

It looks as if I’m in the 
minority here. According 
to Angus Reid, 95 per cent

of the medical system. 

Perhaps more surpris¬ 
ing, 80 per cent of the Rest 
of Canada also supports 
the ban, so by picking on a 
few Muslim women, 
Charest has unified the na¬ 
tion.

agreement. 

Negotiations between 
the Mooseheads and TCL 
were a little more rocky 
the last time around, when 
Smith stunned the city by 
signing a five-year agree¬ 
ment to move the team to 
the north-end Forum.

oni Mitchell might 
have said it best: “You 
don’t know what you 
_J got, till it’s gone.” 

Or maybe it was the 
garage band, The Monks: “I 
hate you with a passion ba¬ 
by... but call me!” 

In any case, you get the 
sentiment. A fixture in 
your life suddenly packs a 
suitcase and heads out the 
door. You don’t know 
whether to laugh or cry. 

I was thrown into such a 
conflicted state with the 
recent announcement that 
Ford is readying a new po¬ 
lice car based on the new 
Taurus. 

We knew it already, but 
this gives real finality to 
the coming curtain call of 
the Crown Victoria and its 
two stable mates — Mercu¬ 
ry Grand Marquis and Lin¬ 


coln Town Car. The only 
reason these cars have last¬ 
ed this long is because they 
are loved by those with 
“professional car” needs — 
police forces, funeral oper¬ 
ators, and limousine, 
rental and taxi fleets. 

And not because these 
cars are technically ad¬ 
vanced. But rather, be¬ 
cause they’re not techni¬ 
cally advanced. 

They are the last full-size 
American cars standing 
with body-on-frame con¬ 
struction, V8 power, front 
bench seats, and a trans¬ 
mission shifter mounted 
on the steering column. 

“That platform has to go 
back to the 1970s,” says 
Walt McCall, over the 
phone from Windsor, Ont. 
McCall literally wrote the 
book on professional vehi¬ 
cles (18 of them actually, 
with a specialty in hearses 
and fire trucks). 

He adds that the police 
business basically fell into 
Ford’s lap, after Chrysler 
and GM downsized and 
“front-drived” their largest 
sedans. 

While police vehicles 
based on Dodge Chargers 


and Chevrolet Impalas are 
making inroads, the 
Crown Vic police car still 
dominates. Chances are, if 
you have ever been “pulled 
over” for a discussion on a 
driving manoeuvre, and/or 
have been requested to 
spend a night or more in 
the “crowbar hotel,” a 
Crown Victoria has been 
idling nearby.

For another, because many 
go into rental service, year- 
old ones can be had at con¬ 
siderable savings ($18,000 
vs $35,000). 

Bull adds the vehicles 
have their devotees, but 
they’re definitely not a 
big, unruly group. Gener¬ 
ally, he says, “these are 
buyers looking for a big, 
simple car, with not too 
many buttons and switch¬ 
es.”

COMMON ISSUES: Thank¬ 
fully, the last-generation 
GTI’s engine seems to be 
largely free of the issues 
that plagued the 1.8 litre 
turbo engine in the genera¬ 


tion before it. A few checks 
are still advised, though. 

Watch for smoke from 
the tailpipe with the engine 
running and driving. 
Smoke could indicate a 
problem with the tur¬ 
bocharger or cylinder head. 

Where possible, and es¬ 
pecially on higher-mileage 
units, remove the plumb¬ 


ing that connects the tur¬ 
bocharger to the intercool¬ 
er and inspect for oil 
buildup inside. A thin film 
of oil is typically normal-- 
though any pooling or 
heavy buildup could indi¬ 
cate worn out turbo seals. 

A blocked PCV valve or 
worn-out diverter valve 
could cause weak or incon¬ 


sistent performance. These 
are easy parts to fix, but be 
sure to have your potential 
used GTI candidate in¬ 
spected by a VW mechanic 
if you’re not comfortable 
with how it’s running. 

Numerous owners have 
had to reprogram or re¬ 
place the computer that 
controls the advanced DSG 
transmission. This relative¬ 
ly un-proven driveline com¬ 
ponent could be expensive 
to replace out of warranty 
— so if in doubt, just opt 
for the six-speed stick. Note 
that some delay between 
throttle application and for¬ 
ward motion is normal 
with the DSG transmission, 
but harsh shifting or ‘surg¬ 
ing’ are not. 

Finally, inspect all elec¬ 
tric and electronic features 
for proper operation, and 
call the condition of any 
excessively worn-out tires 
or brakes into pricing ne¬ 
gotiations. 

THE VERDICT: A used last- 
generation VW GTI with a 
thumbs up from a mechan¬ 
ic should prove to be an ex¬ 
citing and dependable ride 
for years.

Barbie’s come a 
long way,” she says, noting 
she was a Lego girl herself. 

In Halifax, Corinne Mac¬ 
Donald, assistant engineer¬ 
ing professor at Dalhousie 
University, laughs when she 
sees the image of Computer 
Engineer Barbie. 

“Actually, I like it. She’s 
not even wearing heels,” 
she says. 

Like Croft, MacDonald 
didn’t have any female engi¬ 
neering role models. 

“That’s probably one of 
the biggest problems we 
have in engineering. It’s 
catch-22: There aren’t a lot 
of women in engineering 
and to attract more women 
to engineering, we need 
more women in engineer¬ 
ing,” she says. “I think any 
opportunity we have to put 
that thought in girls’ heads 
is a good thing.”

A thin line between 
contactor/employee 

WorkplaceLaw 


t’s workplace law’s 
newest phenomenon: 
Employers, happy to 
unburden themselves 
from the various costs 
and liabilities associated 
with their employees, in¬ 
creasingly retaining “con¬ 
tractors” to perform the 
same services their employ¬ 
ees did before. Often their 
former employees are 
transformed into contrac¬ 
tors and these “contrac¬ 
tors”, content to pay less 
taxes than they did when 
employees, are not about to 
complain. However, this 
arrangement is often a 
fraud. 

When these arrange¬ 
ments are challenged, 
sometimes many years lat¬ 
er, courts are apt to find 
that the contractors were 
truly employees. No sur¬ 
prise there. The arrange¬ 
ment represented little else 
than a “label.” Seldom will 
a label be sufficient. What 
really matters is how the 
parties behave. 

When will a court find 
that a contractor is actually 
an employee? 

Despite signing an inde¬ 
pendent contractor agree¬ 
ment and incorporating his 
own company, the Ontario 
Court of Appeal concluded 
that Gordon Braiden was 


an employee. Braiden, a 
sales agent, worked full 
time and exclusively for La- 
Z-Boy, which controlled 
which products he sold, 
how he sold them, where 
his sales territory was and 
what promotional methods 
to use. It did not matter 
that Braiden had incorpo¬ 
rated his own company, ac¬ 
cording to the court 

Just recently, the Court of 
Appeal also found that real 
estate agent Elizabeth McK¬ 
ee was an employee even 
though she had signed a 
contract, had her own in¬ 
corporated business and in¬ 
voiced her principal for 
commissions. Without her 
principal’s involvement, 
McKee hired, trained, and 
managed her own sub¬ 
agents who worked for her 
in selling her employer’s 
homes. 

Following a fallout which 
cost her job, McKee sued ar¬ 
guing that she was employ¬ 
ee. The fact that McKee op¬ 
erated a business within 
her work for the company 
did not mean she was a 
contractor, nor did the fact 
that she hired and super¬ 
vised her own staff. Since 
she worked for 18 consecu¬ 
tive years exclusively for 
her employer and had be¬ 
come an integral part of its 
business, the court declined 
to uphold the contract and 
characterized her as an em¬ 
ployee. She was then 
awarded nearly half a mil¬ 
lion dollars in severance.

Cleveland: Steel, flats as 
far as the eye can see, 
great piles of factories, 
smoke curling into the sky, 
rivers cleaving their way 
through the mud.

To the seasoned moun¬ 
tain biker however Cleve¬ 
land is Mecca. 

For here, in the industri¬ 
al heartland of the Mid 
West is Ray’s Mountain 
Bike Park — the world’s 
biggest — 100,000 square 
feet of ramps, routes, drop 
offs and jumps.

So Miley Cyrus is dating 
her co-star in The Last 
Song, Liam Hemsworth, a 
handsome tanned and 
blond Australian actor. 

Now that’s out of the way, 
there’s bigger news for 
Cyrus’ fans in this moody 
movie written by Nicholas 
Sparks. 

Cyrus doesn’t sing but 
plays classical piano; in¬ 
stead of spreading her 
charm far and wide, she 
mopes and rebels and fails 
to thrive. She’s irritable, de¬ 
pressed, dressed in 
teenaged angst black and 
just wants to be alone. You 
almost expect her to pull 
out a cigarette. Hannah 
Montana, the squeaky clean 
TV and movie supernova 
that made the Cyrus family 
famous and wealthy, is 
gone. At 17, Cyrus is at¬ 
tempting a brand relaunch 
as a serious actress. 

She plays Ronnie, who’s 
traumatised by the divorce 
of her parents and strug¬ 
gling to get her bearings in 
a world she no longer 
trusts. Rebellion boils over 
when she’s sent to spend 
the summer with her es¬ 
tranged father (Greg Kinn- 
ear) at his beach house. She 
refuses to speak to him and 
takes off at the slightest 
whiff of parental concern. 
But the beach volleyball 
kids write her off as emo, 
and the tough kids try to 
lure her into drugs and vio¬ 
lence. An alpha guy from 
the volleyball brigade 
named Will seems to like 
her without judging her, 
but Ronnie resists him be¬ 
cause she’s haunted by the 
fragility and heartbreak of 
love she witnessed in her 
parents’ break-up. 

But Ronnie and Will get 
to know each other on the 
beach, a sensual and ro¬ 
mantic setting where sun¬ 
rises, lapping waves and 
minimal clothing lead to 
longing stares and an occa¬ 


sional kiss. They bond over 
the plight of the sea turtle. 
But their romantic, sexless 
idyll is soon broken by 
tragedy. After all, this is a 
Nicholas Sparks story; 
chastity and misfortune 
make for plenty of bitter¬ 
sweet tears and repeat busi¬ 
ness. 

Cyrus is interesting; she 
has unconventional looks, a 
voice like a trucker, atro¬ 
cious posture, and frequent 
public lapses of good taste 
in evening wear. But she is 
magnetic and appealing 
with considerable screen 
presence. She is a star be¬ 
cause of her winning per¬ 
sona, not the singing, or the 
dancing. She does her best 


to further herself as a dra¬ 
matic actress and hopefully, 
she’ll continue to find roles 
that will challenge her, and 
her fans. 

The film’s technical and 
artistic elements are easily 
digestible, the story rela¬ 
tively engaging and Sparks 
continues his sappy but 
winning ways. A Walk to 
Remember, Nights in Ro- 
danthe, Dear John, the 
almighty The Notebook and 
The Last Song shape a new 
kind of contempo romance, 
driven by female perform¬ 
ances for young female au¬ 
diences. In Cyrus’ case, it’s a 
good start to the journey of 
growing up that her fans 
will share.

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Indian Spicy Pota¬ 
toes with Spinach 
and Lentils 

INGREDIENTS: 

750 g potatoes, peeled and 
cubed 

250 g spinach 
3 1/2 tbsp peanut oil 
1 onion, finely sliced 
2-in. piece fresh ginger, 
peeled and finely chopped 
1 green chili pepper, 
halved, seeded and finely 
sliced 

1 tsp ground coriander 
1/4 tsp ground turmeric 

2 x 250-g packages cooked 
green lentils 

2 garlic cloves, cut into 
fine shreds 
1/2 tsp cumin seeds 
2 tbsp chopped cilantro 

METHOD: 

1. Cook potatoes until just 
tender. Drain. 

2. Meanwhile, cook 
spinach in steamer over 
potatoes 3-4 minutes, or 
pierce bag of spinach sev¬ 
eral times and cook in mi¬ 
crowave 2-3 minutes to 
wilt. Tip into colander and 


drain, squeezing out 
liquid with spoon. 

3. Heat large pan with 3 tb¬ 
sp oil. Add onion and cook 
over medium heat 2 min¬ 
utes, then stir in ginger, 
chili pepper, coriander and 
turmeric. Cook a few sec¬ 
onds, then add potato 
cubes and stir-fry 3-4 min¬ 
utes. Stir spinach into 
spicy potato mixture 
together with lentils. Sea¬ 
son to taste. Heat gently 
until piping hot. 

4. Heat remaining oil in 
small pan. Add garlic and 
cumin; cook until lightly 
browned. Stir in half of 
cilantro. Tip potato and 
lentil mixture into serving 
dish and sprinkle with gar¬ 
lic and cumin mixture and 
remaining cilantro.
